The Russian -government for- 
mally bad announced that all 
German prisoners of war have 
been released with the exception 
of 13,500 sentenced for war crimes. 
However, the Russians drafted a 
large number of Germans during 
and after the war to work on re- 
construction projects. It is possible 
that, for its own purposes the 
Soviet Union is now ready .to re- 
turn those men whose tasks as 
“volunteer” laborers are done.

Take Another Look 
At This Proposal 


There is a limit to the amount of taxes 
which can be levied without endangering the 
economic base of the free-enterprise system. 
There is a point in levying taxes when they 
cease to be a method of financing government 
operations and become confiscatory and de- 
structive of initiative and the will to achieve. 

However, pressure is being generated for 
passage of a constitutional amendment lim- 
iting federal taxes to 25 per cent on individ- 
ual and corporation incomes, gifts and estates. 
Twenty-two state legislatures have adopted 
a resolution demanding a constitutional con- 
vention on a proposed tax ceiling amendment 
to this effect. Should 36 states adopt the 
resolution it will go to the people for a vote. 

The “joker” in the amendment is that its 
benefits would be confined’ to individuals 
with very high incomes and to big corpora- 
The small taxpayer, the wage earner 
and those with low incomes would be affected 
scarcely at all by the tax ceiling itself. They 
would be affected, however, in that the Fed- 
eral Government would have to find other 
means of extracting money—higher excise 
taxes and a universal federal sales tax to 
raise the money necessary for running the 
government. 

Over-all loss to the government in reve- 
nue, according to the U. S. Treasury, would 
be more than $16,000,000,000. However, an 
unmarried person would have to earn more 
than $8,000 to benefit from the amendment. 

A married couple with two dependents 
and income of $25,000 would receive a $750 
tax reduction. If the couple earned $50,000, 
the saving would be $8,600 or 41 per cent. On 
an income of $1,000,000, there would be a 
saving of $621,000—or 71 per cent. 

The American people had better look twice 
at this proposed amendment before jump- 
ing to conclusions. The way to ease tax bur- 
dens is to lower the cost of government 
through efficient and wise expenditure of tax 
moneys, through economical administration, 
elimination of waste and unnecessary expen- 
ditures—not in shifting more of the burden 
of taxation to those least able to pay.

One of the most far-reaching 
improvements in legislative pro- 
cedure is being made possible 
this session by Atty.
